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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 8/1 1/05 
has been entered. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 7/1 5/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. As explained in previous office actions the limitation -the storage gap being 
of sufficient size- is not definite. Klatt (US patent 5243268) teaches an electric 
machine having an airgap of sufficient size which when connected to a capacitor makes 
the electrical machine act as a resonant motor, wherein the resonant motor comprises a 
self inductance and a capacitance. Therefore, the applied prior art teaches the subject 
matter as broadly recited in the pending claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 2-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Klatt 
(US patent 5243268). 
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Claims 2, 4, 6-10, 13-17, and 20, Klatt discloses an electric machine comprising 
a motor having a stator (28,16), a rotor (38, 36), and a gap between the stator and rotor 
as shown in figure 7 for storing magnetic energy; a storage capacitor 130 connected in 
series (although figure 8a shows the capacitor connected in parallel, Klatt describes in 
column 17 that the capacitors can be connected in parallel or series) with the stator 
coils to form a resonant circuit, see figure 8a and corresponding description. 

Claim 3 Klatt discloses rotor windings and stator windings connected in series. 

Claims 5, 1 1 , and 1 8, Klatt describes AC/Dc supply input for providing power to 
the system. 

Claims 12 and 19, Klatt describes in column 17 lines 47-50 that the 
capacitor/storage means is configured to resonate at the frequency of the power supply.
